These experiments were carried out because of the 
reports of Glnzel and Mayer-Gross that 2 day's pre- 
treatment with BOL completely blocked the LSD reaction 
and one-day's pretreatment with BOL attenuated It. 

Because of shortage of BOL, only 8 subjects could 
be used. SI* of these subjects had not had LSD before. 
Insofar as was possible, we attempted to reproduce the 
exper Iment of Glnzel and Mayer-Gross. The drug combi- 
nations used were: BOL placebo and LSD placebo; BOL and 

LSD; and BOL placebo plus LSD. Combination of BOL plus 
LSD placebo was not studied because of the shortage of 
material and because It was belleyed that the results 
would be essentially similar to those described under 

acute administration- of BOL. 

BOL was given orally. I. mg. was given three times 

dally for two days prior '^administration of LSD, and 
additional I mg. was given two hours prior to LSD. 

Dose of LSD varied be tween I -2 mcgm./kg . of bodywe i gh t .
